THE OPPOSITION TO RAILWaYs, 
ACorgssronpentat Tientsin has recently 
drawn our attention to afact which has a 
very important bearing upou the ques- 
tion of railway-introduction in China, 
‘Tho enormous area of the conutry, ren- 
dered for all practical purposes more 
enormons alill by the slowness and 
difficulty of internal communication, 
hing always affected very prejudicially 
the power of the Coutral Government, 
aud prodaced a etate of things which, 
if intensified, would go far tow 
preparing the way for the disintegration 
of the Empire. It is clear that consider- 
able power must of necessity be vested 
in the person of a Viceroy, who, in his 
Jarge aud distant province, enjoys some- 
thing almost akin to regal influence and 
stato, For every matter to be referred 
to Poking, aud for Peking to deliberate 
and seud an answer to the spplicent, 
would involve a ruinous dolay, 6 
a country whore time is not very highly 
valued; while the multiplicity of in- 
torests at stake aud the constant ap- 
pearance of fresh onses all requiring 
prompt yet careful consideration ueces- 
sitate the partial independence of action 
which the high provincial aathorities 
possess, it must not be forgot 
ton that Chiua is not so homogeueous 
in Ler population as one is apt rather 
superficially to conclude, There are vory 
strongly marked differences between 
the inhabitants of different provinces, 
and, more than this, there is a feeling 
of rivalry mong them which does not 
Lelp to consolidate tho Empire at large. 
It is no exnggoration to say that the 
common people of Chilli and Shan. 
tang look upon the Cantone 
light of semi-foreignors ; aud 
known that the iubabitauts of Kuangsi, 
Kaangtung, Yiinnan, and even a few 
provinces a little to the uorth of these, 
‘tre by no means passionately attached 
to their rolers in Peking.

CHINA, JAPAN, AND COREA, 
‘Tue ngreoment come to between Coren 
and Jnpan, a draft of whish we pubs 
lish elsewhere, is remarkable for the 
studious moderation of its terms, as 
well as for the enso and promptitude 
with which it was framed by the Corean, 
Premier and Count Inonyé. There 
can, indeed, be no doubt that the Corenn 
Government was most anxious from 
the very first to make peace with the 
country that nd soffored, aud which, 
ouly a fow weeks proviously, liad ree 
mitted the very heavy debt for which 
it stood the creditor, ‘Ubis anxiety was 
manifested even before the arrival of 
the High Commissioner from Tokio, 
Gonoral Foote, with that earnest desire 
to act the peacemaker which distine 
guisbes his colleague in Peking, bad 
beon the bearer of a message of regret 
from the King of Corea to Mr.Takezoyé, 
ant veral despatches tothe Jay 
inister Resident lad offered his sors 
vices as modiator, clenrly showing at 
Une same time his sympathy that 
gentleman in the outrage of which he 
had been the victim. ‘That these as+ 
surauces of friendship were not mero 
comply words is proved by the expressed 
willingness of the American Minister to 
accompany an embassy to Tokio for the 
purpose of offering au apology to the 
Mikado, should suc a step be necessary; 
and although the speedy arrival of 
Count Inouyé relieved Me. Takexoy6 of 
all responsibility in the matte 
queatiounble that the friendly and core 
I sopport of Gener! Foote had 
hile been of the highest value to 
him in his embarrassing position. Ib 
will bo seen, therefore, that when the 
Count reached Seoul he found every- 
thing prepared for him, aud the Gorean 
Government only too anxious to come 
toa friendly understanding, The Chi- 
vege Commissioner, Wu Ta-chéng, was 
there before him; bot us this officer 
bad been empowered simply to in 
te, and not in any way to 
negotiate, there can have been no 
official intercourse between the two. 
The nffair, therefore, having been 
thas arranged between Corea and 
Japan, it is ouly natural that mach ine 
terest should be felt in the part that 
will be played by China, Au impres. 
sion seems prevalent that China it 
about to assert itself in a very spirited 
manuer; that a formidable indictment 
is to be presented against Japan ; 
and that the only consideration likely 
to restrain the overwhelming indig« 
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nation of the Tsungli Yamén is, leat, 
by exasperating the Mikado’s Govern- 
ment too much, it should provoke 
Japan into making an alliance with 


France, As Arango said, nothing is 
impossible outside of mathematics; bat 
iothing, we shoald think, looks less 
Probable than the adoption of euch a 
polioy, if we can judge by the attitade 
of the Chinese Government hitherto. 
the news of the Seoul tragedy 
ronching Peking, certain members of 
the Tsungli Yamén, including the Pre- 
sident, Prince Ch‘ing, called on the 
iauese Minister, aud expressed thei 
selves as most anxious to know what 
steps Jupnn was going to tale in the 
matter, Admiral Enomoto, we beliove, 
simply replied that, having received no 
advices from his Government so far, 
he was not aware of the policy that 
hind been decided on; aud two days 
afterwards he received a secoud visit 
from the Obinese Ministers, requesting 
him to {urge his Government to 
settle the affair as speedily and as 
amicably (skuang k'uai) as possible, 
The Jnpaueso Minister pointed out 
that this was the second time with- 
in a few years that the Corenus bad 
been guilty of gross ontrage, but ex- 
pressed no desire or intention tu adopt 
2 less pacific policy than that urged by 
tho ‘Tsungli Yaméu, So far then, at 
any rate, the Chinese have shown 
nothing but anxiety that Japau should 
not with moderation ; and that Japav 
hos done 80 is, we should think, suffi- 
ciontly clear to all, At tho same time 
there are certain officials in China who 
are animated by a very bitter feoling 
towards the Japanese, aud it is possible 
enough that the report of General Wu 
Waschéug may be of such a nntare as 
to provoke a todious and irritating 
correspondence between the two Gor-

‘Tar imminent departure of the Chinese 
squadron toattempt the relief of Formosn

Couperie respecting the origin of the 
Chineso aro attracting attontion among 
scholars, to note any side-light that 
may be thrown upon the snbject from 
other sources. The French littératewr, 
a8 our renders of course know, holds 
very original opinions with regard to 
the Yi Ching,’ a book which lins long 
defied the ingenuity of sinolognes. No 
views could be more sharply opposed 
to each other than thoso of Canon 
M’'Clatchio, Mr. Kingsmill, and De. 
Legge; and soon we ure to have a now 
translation of the work by M. de In 
Couperie, who differs widely from them 
all, We do not intend to enter into 
M. de In Couperie’s theories on this 
oveasion ; it is sufficient to say that he 
believes the book to be an Aceadian 
vocabulary, and holds that the Chinese 
originally came from Acond, the uest, 
so to speak, of the Babylonian and 
Assyria empires. Now thie, whether 
it be true or not, receives support from 
a quarter which we have every reason 
to believe independent, and the support 
is all the more valuable because it has 
all the appearance of being uncon. 
scious. Inu a particularly instructive 
and interesting work lately published 
by Mr. A. H. Snyce, Deputy Pro- 
fessor of Comparalive Mythology at 
Oxford, on the Ancient Empires 
of the Enst, the wriler, who does 
not inclade China in his researches, 
institutes a comparison between that 
country and Accad. “ Accad,” he saya, 
“ was the China of Western Asi 
then he proceeds to enumerate many 
points of very remarkable resemblance 
between the characteristics of the two 
peoples. ‘The general spread of educa- 
tion is the firat of these, Iu Acoad 


























almost everybody could read aud ‘write, 
and the characters, which were of 
Lieroglyphic nature, were arranged 
vertical colamns like those of the Chi- 
nese. The forme of the bieroglyphica 
also iinderwent « ‘change almost pre= 
cisely similar to that experienced by 
Chinese charasters, being sorte 
instatices eimployed phonetically 08 
well as ideographically, .“ When the 
Somites borrowed them,” says Proe 
fessor Sayce, “a great extension 
was given to the plotietio element, 
the sounds which expressed words 
in Acondian beéomiug niere phonetio 
values in the Somitio syllabary.” We 
farthor read that, like the eyllabary, 
the literature of the Semitic Babys 
Jonians and Assyrians was mostly of 
Accadiau origin, and their syllabaries, 
grammars, vocabularies, and reading. 
books were accordingly drawn up in 
Accadiau and Semitic, the old Accadian 
texts being accompanied by interlinear 
translations, sometimes arranged in a 
parallel columo, It is apparently one 
of these Acoadian syllabaries that, ace 
cording to M. de la Couperie, w 
brought to China nearly three thous 
sand years before Christ, and has gone 
down to posterity as a di 
under the ame of the Classic of O} 
The cosmogony of the Accadiaus ap- 
pears also to Lave beon closely allied 
to that of China, We read that the 
present cosmos was preceded by a state 
of chaos or anaroby, in which Na 
had mnde its first essays in crea 
Anyono who bas seen the old pictures 
of Pan Ku ohiselling ol 
metry will recoguise the resemblauce 
hore, aud be reminded of the Chinese 
theory of the ‘Yai Chi period and 
what followed it, Composite creatures 
according to the Aocadian teaching, 
wero formed out of the earth and the 
deop,—men with fishes’ tails, and so 
3 ® theory which is exemplified 
by the Chinese portraits of Fa Hai, 
wstnuce, whose lower portion is 
represented as that of a serpent. Both 
in ancient Accad and modern China the 
presence anid the inflacuce of spirits good 
aud bad were and are ficialy believed 
in,—spirits who produced disoases, 
such as the Goddess of Smallpox, and 
to guard the house from whom it was 
necessary to place at the entrance the 
figure of some good gonius, as is the 
custom here to-day. Just as the Ea- 
peror of China and his mandarins are 
the earthly representatives of the Su- 
preme Ruler aud his apirit-vfficers, so 
wore the Acoadinn Kings tho vicor 
gerents of the grent divinities; and 
those who wero engaged in organising 
men below at the same time orgauised 
the gods above. This is strictly true 
of the Chinese at the present day, 
by whom certain goda are appointed 
the tutelaries of certain cities, aud 
promoted or deposed according as they 
falfil their responsibilities well or ill, 
There are other features of resemblance 
between the Chivese aud the by-gone 
people from whom they are said to have 
sprung, and the eubject is one of the

A HISTORY OF ASTRONOMERS. 
Iw tho year 1795, Yuen Yuon, who 
was afterwards Viceroy of Canton, 

noed a work on the astron 
and foreign countries, which 
he finished in about four years, "It was

during his long and notive life. One 
of his works was a spleudid collection 
of authors of the present dynasty who 
have criticised the clues 
of about four hundred volumes, 
woik on mathematicians and astrono- 
mers contains teu volumes,

was able to collect on all writers who 
have made wamerical science the sub- 
ject of their studies, and no book cculd 
give a better iden of what the Chinese 
kuew ou mathematics and astronomy 
down to the ond of the 18th century. 
There are forty-three chapters upon 
native writers, and three upon western, 
But these three obapters, giving a: 
account of forty-one foreign astrono- 
and mathematicians known to the 
ese, do not include all.

the intercalary month, and in the use 
of an instrument for comparing tho 
movements of Uke stars and planets 
with those of the sau and moon, ‘The 
next scientific triumph mentivned is the 
measurement by Yii’s astronomers of 
the width of the earth, whioh is stated 
to be 2,333,00 li 325 feet from 
east to west, aud 2,335,00 li 225 feet 
from north to sout ‘This statement 
is taken from tl Shan Hai Ching,’ a 
very fabulous but very old book. 
Chinese take it as proof that in ancient 
times latitude and longitude were ander 
stood, because it is said that the official 
measurer calculated with his right hand 
id with his left pointed to the north 
side of the hill called Tsing Ohtien, 
With a great leap the author comes 
down to the eleventh century before 
Christ, to Chi-tezo aud Shang-kao, 
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both friends of the ange Chou Kung. 
Shang-kro explained to the sage 
that the two sides of a right-angled 
triangle being taken as (bree and four 
are together equal to the hypo- 
tenuse, which is five. Here we have 
an anticipation of Euclid’s famous pro- 
position, and the statement as given 
also embraces the doctrine that the 
square comes out of the round as earth 
comes out of heaven. By this is meant 
that the square earth is everywhere 
surrounded by the hollow spliere of 
heaven, ‘This is found in the work 
* Chou Pi Suan Ching’ of which said 
in Wytie’s Notes on Chinesa Literature® 
that it is thought to be a relic of the 
Chou dynasty, and is the only ancient 
work we have which is based on the 
principle that a round heaven rests on a 
flat earth, It states however the 
oularity of the earth, and the variation of 
the longth of the day and of the tempera- 
ture according to latitade. Yuen Yuen, 
speaking of this book, quotes the Em- 
poror K‘ang Hei’s work on Triangles 
Re stating that onometry cortainly 
went from China to western countries 
in auoient times, ‘The two astronomers 
who in their conversation develope the 
anoient trigonometry were both de- 
soendaute of Chon Kang. Daring tho 
Hnu dynasty there were no fewer 
thon thirty-three writers on astronomy, 
Bat sinco the invention of printing 
the numbor of writers bas inorensed, 
Thero were thirty in the Sung dynasty, 
thirty-eight in the Ming aud no fower 
than fifty-seven during the period 1644 
to 1800. This shows that the Ch 
fro quite capable of feeling ii 
mathematics, and that with booke and 
official encouragement a certain pro- 
portion of wative scholars will give 
themselves with seal to this sort of 
mental occupation. 

‘The forty European astronomers 
mentioned in this book as an apendix 
aro a classified list, with many errors in 
it, of Greek astronomers and modern 
meu of soience, Ptolemy, Copernicus, 
and King Alphonso are here side by 
side,and Tycho Brahe is closely followed 
by Arobimedes and Johu Napier. ‘The 
translators of scientific books from 
among the Roman Oatholic missionaries 
in China are placed here in close proxi- 
mity with Newton, Casi . Kepler, 
They won this position among the 
philosophers by their efforts as trans. 
Jators to teach the Chinese such facts 
and theories as they knew. Tho Chi- 
nese honour men of knowledge, as thie 
book * shows, and that a certain nam. 
ber among themselves will in future 
continue to study mathematics with 
enthusiasm is also quite lear from this 
work of Yuen Yuen.
